Spain’s Ancient Lighthouse. 
At La Coruna, in northern Spain, 
m ay be seen a fire tow er w hich is, 
w ith the exception of the ruins of the 
Rom an lighthouse a t Dover, the oldest 
of all existing stru ctu res of this kind. 
T he exact date of the erection of this 
tow er is unknown.

The potent effect of perfum e upon 
the senses and the mind is now being 
utilized in surgery. 
The adm inister­ 
ing of the anaesthetic has been one of 
the incidents of surgical operations 
m ost dreaded by m any persons. 
By 
the use of a compound of eth er aud 
elixir of orange peel it is said th a t the 
anaesthetic can be robbed of half its 
terror. 
The fa c t th a t it is the vapor­ 
ized essence of orange and a m ere per­ 
fum e m ay produce such an effect upon 
the m ind of the patient th a t partial 
hypnosis will result, and in th is condi­ 
tion the patient will lapse into uncon­ 
sciousness w ithout the struggling th a t 
usually atten d s the adm inistering of 
ether. 
T he 
m ixture 
is 
adm inistered 
by 
m eans of a special apparatus having 
three bottles, one holding a tw o gram 
essence of orange in two ounces of 
w ater, another a w eak solution of eth 
er and the th ird a strong solution of it. 
The liquids a re vaporized w ith a foot 
pum p and are discharged into a large 
rubber bag w hich regulates the force 
of the flow. 
This new anaesthetic, w hich has been 
successfully used in several cases, is 
the result of experim ents carried on 
for several years by an em inent physi­ 
cian of New York in th e effort to de 
term ine the availability of perfum es 
and odors as aids to effecting anaes­ 
thetization. 
Surely If the sickening 
odor of the eth er can be lost In one of 
sw eet p e r f u m e a great gain will have 
been m ade in dim inishing the dread of 
surgical ordeals.—New York H erald.

TURKEY IN ASIA. 


A Vast Territory With Many Cities 
Famous In History. 
The Turkish possessions in Asia cov­ 
er 682,000 square 
miles, 
extending 
from the Black sea on tho north to 
the southern tip of Arabia and from 
the Mediterranean on the west to the 
borders of Persia and Transcaucasia. 
The area of Asiatic Turkey is over 
ten times that of Turkey in Europe 
and includes the divisions of Armenia, 
Asia Minor, Kurdistan, Mesopotamia 
and wide strips along the western and 
eastern borders of Arabia. 
Within its 
confines are cities famous in history 
and legend—Damascus, Bagdad, Smyr­ 
na, Mecca and Jerusalem. 
The population of Turkey in Asia, 
according to recent estimates, is near­ 
ly 17,000,000, made up principally of 
Turks, Arabs, Greeks, Kurds, Circas­ 
sians and Armenians. 
The majority 
are Mohammedans, but there is a 
large Christian population in Armenia 
and Palestine. 
The Turks captured Constantinople 
in 1453, after overthrowing Asia Mi­ 
nor and what is now European T ur­ 
key. 
The city, whose downfall mark­ 
ed the end of the Byzantine empire 
and of Christian rule in those regions, 
was made the seat of the Ottoman em­ 
pire, succeeding Adrianople. 
The Moslem rulers of Constantinople 
extended their conquests farther into 
Europe. 
They took possession of the 
Grecian peninsula and obtained foot­ 
holds in Hungary and on the Adriatic 
coast 
An alliance between Venice, 
Spain and the pope defeated the Turks 
in tile battle of Lepanto in 1571, and 
the decline of Ottoman power in the 
west began. 
In the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries Greece, Servia, 
Montenegro and the Crimean prov­ 
inces of Russia were wrested from 
Turkish rule. 
Constantinople lias re 
rnaiued in Mohammedan hands con­ 
tinuously since its capture, nearly 500 
years ago.
